NEGRO EDUCATION 
Educational facilities for 
Texa 
negroes are improv ing rapidly, ac 
cording to a b ulletin recently issued 
b y the State Department of Educa 
tion. 
The b ulletin shows a total of 
244,180 negro students enrolled, an 
increase of 1679 ov er the prev ious 
year.

Germany were inv olv ed in a disput€ 
ov er the question of sov ereignty of th* 
Samoan islands. When the diplo matic 
quarrel reached an acute stag e, bo th 
nations rushed warships to 
the So ut^ 
seas. 
All of these ships left 
their ho m* 
ports with definite instructions to fig ht 
If necessary and with officers and men 
ex pecting a b attle.

March 15 
and 16, 1889, were the dates of ths 
g reat Samoan hurricane.

that unemployment insurance starts 
in Texas next Saturday January 1st. 
It means to these workers that in 
the ev ent they lose their jobs in 19 38, 
they will hav e a windfall to help out 
until they can secure employment. 
Who doesn’t remember those de­ 
pressing days of 19 33 
when 
men 
walked the streets searching for em­ 
ployment, knowing Qiat their . cash 
reserv e, ff any, was rapidly dwind­ 
ling? 
These men had no hope of 
help from the gov ernment, only a 
blind faith that 
som ehow we would 
“muddle through." 
To prev ent the 
recurrence of those cruel days, some­ 
thing has been done about it! 


19 38 marks a new era as the state 
and federal gov ernments jointly en­ 
ter upon the humanitarian program 
q f the president by assisting out-of- 
work employees in finding new em­ 
ployment and in prov iding him with 
funds during 
unemployment. 
Al­ 
ready in the field are sixty employ­ 
ees of the Texas Unemployment Com­ 
mission stationed at twelv e district 
p f f i c ^ ready to serv e the 12,600 em­ 
ployers and 875,000 employees who 
are enrolled under the Texas Unem­ 
ployment Compensation act. 


In almost ev ery town in Texas, the 
Texas State Employment Serv ice has 
an office where the unemployed may 
register for work. 
Ev ery effort will 
be made by the serv ice office to place 
the applicants. 
During the past few 
months scores of thousands hav e" se­ 
cured jobs in prv ate employment ar­ 
ranged 
through 
the 
Employment 
•Serv ice. 


Under the Compensation Act, if 
Tom, Dick and Harry lose their jobs, 
these men must go to theEmployment 
serv ice office in their town and reg­ 
ister for work. 
During a two weeks 
period in which time the applicants 
must report once a week to the of­ 
fice ev ery effort will be made to 
find them jobs. 
If the 
search 
is 
fruitless, these men will be entitled 
to receiv e cash 
benefits 
payable 
weekly. 
The maximum payment is I 
115 per week, minimum $2, but they

with derailed instructions con­ 
cerning the proper form of reports 
and the method for filing of claims 
fo r benefits. 
Employees should ac­ 
quaint 
themselv es with this infor­ 
mation either through their employ­ 
er oi- by writing directly to the Un­ 
employment 
Compensation 
Com­ 
mission at Austin. 


Shortly after the enactment of the 
Federal Social Security Act, I 
missioned two attorneys 
employment insurance 
systems 
other states and countries in order 
to determine the system most suit 
able to Texas. 
Such a system has 
been worked out with proper regard 
fo r two important 
features: 
first, 
tha t the system would not cause a 
tendency to lower wages; secondly, 
tha t no great hardship would be cre­ 
ated for business and industrial em­ 
ployers.

The National Safety Council sug­ 
gests fiv e simple and practical things 
the pedestrian can do to keep 
the 
Dark Angel at a safe distance: 
First, obey traffic signals the same 
as good driv ers do. 


Second, learn the laws and oidi- 
naces in effect in state and city 
to 
regulate traffic from the pedestrian’s 
point of v iew— his rights 
and 
his 
duties. 


Third, hav ing done this, the pedes­ 
trian is in a position to demand 
a 
better acceptance of their obligations 
by driv ers. 


Fourth, take a greater interest in 
, traffic problems, and especially 
in 
the placement and operation of tra ­ 
ffic signals and pedestrian islands. 


Fifth, it will 
be ^found 
through 
these studies that m ajor 
reductions 
in the num ber and sev erity 
of 
ac­ 
cidents to pedestrians can be easily 
achiev ed. 


The man on foot must contribute 
his share to the cause of safety, as 
well as the man at the wheel. Many 
pedestrians believ e they should be 
allowed to commit almost any traffic 
error. 
The sad results of that notion 
are found in 
the 
daily 
accident 
figures.
